Uniforms at Pride? 



Can I wear my uniform to a LGBT Event like the HRC or SLDN Dinner? What about Pride? 

Regulations generally do not prohibit active duty personnel to wear uniforms at social functions and 
informal gatherings of a military nature, but do not specifically address such events when they are 
fundraisers. If military personnel attend In their personal capacities, they must act exclusively outside 
the scope of their official positions. Sometimes the wearing of 3 military uniform at an event is so 
unique that it constitutes "active and visible participation" in the event, and therefore is not permissible. 

In other words, it all depends on the type of event, who you are, and what role you will be performing. 
Some questions need to be answered before an answer can be determined- 
First: In what role will you be attending? Rules are different, depending on your role. 

• If your role involves asking for money or otherwise raising funds during the event, you should 
never wear your uniform. 2 

• If you are a speaker, you should only wear your uniform if your agency has approved your 
attendance in an official capacity. 3 

• If you are merely attending in a personal capacity, uniforms might be appropriate. 4 

Second: Is tt political? This is one of the biggest questions with LGBT events, and the answer is not 
always simple. Some general rules 

• if the event is a partisan political activity (sponsored by a political party or related to a campaign 
for election of a candidate for public office), you should never wear your uniform. 5 

• If the event involves lobbying or influencing public officials (like a lobby day), you should never 
wear your uniform. 6 

• What about charitable organizations who also engage in political activities? 

o Some charities (Like the Human Rights Campaign, Service members Legal Defense 

Network, and a number of Military Groups) do lobby public officials, but also have other 
charitable or educational functions. Annual dinners generally support the charitable 
activities of these groups. 

■ The annual 5LDN Dinner In DC or an OutServe event clearly meet the "military 
nature" requirement and wear of a uniform would generally be appropriate just 
as it would be for other military events like a unit ball, the annual dinner of the 
Association of the United States Army (AUSA), Air Force Association (AFA), 
Reserve Officers Association (ROA), or the United Services Organization (USO) 
gala. 7 

■ HRC dinners and other LGBT charitable events are a little more of a challenge - 
as they are not explicitly military. But this Is the case with many charitable 
events where officials regularly wear uniforms so there is no blanket 
prohibition. The best test is a persona! one. Ask yourself if your desire to 



attend in uniform is to express pride in your service or to make a political 
statement/endorse a particular cause. If it is the former, you should be OK, but 
if you are trying to make a statement orshow that the military endorses a 
particular cause, you should probably reconsider and wear civilian attire, 
o Be careful -these organizations also sometimes sponsor events that directly raise funds 

explicitly for candidates or political campaigns -and for those events, a uniform is never 

appropriate 8 (The invitation will usually make this clear.) 

Can I accept Free Tickets? Again... It depends. 

• Generally, DoD personnel (including their families) may not directly or Indirectly accept or solicit 
for gifts given: Because of their official position; or offered by a "prohibited source." A 
prohibited source is any person who seeks official action from the employee's agency, does or 
seeks to do business with his agency, conducts activities regulated by his agency, or has 
interests that may be substantially affected by the individual employee.. But there is an 
exception... 

• If it is a "widely attended gathering" you can accept a free ticket from the event sponsor, but 
you must get approval to do so from an authorized ethics official who determines that 
attendance is in the agency's interest because it will further agency programs and operations. 9 
(Encouraging diversity can be cited as an appropriate agency interest. 10 ) For invitations from 
non-sponsors of the event, more than 100 persons must be expected, and the market value of 
the free attendance must not exceed $335 (employee plus guest, if invited). 11 

Can I get blanket approval for any member of the military to attend the event in uniform? 

• No. Every situation is different, and the rules can change based on the individual's situation, 
DoD does not issue blanket determinations." 

• If you have a question about wear of the uniform, you should ask your command Judge 
Advocate for a written opinion. You can also seek advice from the attorneys at the 
Servicemembers Legal Defense network. 11 

What about Pride? 

• Parades": 

o Generally we would advise against wearing a uniform to a pride parade unless you are 
directly participating as part of a color guard or march unit. 15 Members who are simply 
walking in a group along the parade route, carrying banners or signs, or otherwise 
advocating for a particular group or cause should not do so in uniform. Wear of the 
uniform should not be seen as an endorsement of any particular group or cause, 16 

o Organizations can request a color guard or march unit from a local military command in 
accordance with DoD Directive 5410.19, but it is unlikely that unit commanders will 
volunteer to support and even if they did, the members selected to participate would 



likely not be representative of the LG8T military community. This option is therefore 
not considered a satisfactory alternative. 



.0 There is currently no DoD approval process for volunteers to participate in color guards 
and march units at civic events like Pride parades. Many organizations do march 
together In uniform at cultural events like this and color guards composed of military 
volunteers are frequently part of organizational programs, but they do so in an 
unofficial, unapproved capacity. 

o Chapters/groups contemplating participation in an event as a uniformed march 
unit/color guard should follow these guidelines: 

■ Strict attention should be paid to proper wear of the military uniform and 
grooming standards. 

■ The march unit/color guard should use proper drill and ceremonies for the 
entire event. 

■ Personal behavior In uniform should conform to the highest moral and ethical 
standards. Individuals should not participate in pre/post parade activities while 
in uniform. 

■ Care should be taken to avoid the appearance of endorsing any specific 
organization or political cause. Any OutServe (or other organization's) banner 
should be carried by non-uniformed personnel. 

■ March units should, whenever possible, be located in the parade order-of- 
march with other non-political or cultural organizations. Color Guards are best 
placed at the front of the parade. 

■ Chapters/groups should consult OutServe and/or SLDN prior to marching to 
NOTIFY senior DoD officials in advance of the event to give them the opportunity 
to weigh in before the event takes place. Giving DoD the opportunity to review 
and comment on the intended activity before it occurs is an important step that 
can help prevent repercussions against a Service member. for participation in 
such an unofficial event. 

Festivals: Unless you are participating in a Service Sponsored recruiting activity, uniforms are 
generally not appropriate at pride festivals. Staffing an OutServe booth orsimilar activities in 
uniform could be construed as an inappropriate endorsement. 37 We would encourage you to 
wear an OutServe T-Shfrt or some civilian attire which represents your military service when 
participating in Pride festivals.

>Earlier today, a local Web site erroneously advised active-duty servicemembers that the 
Pentagon had endorsed the wearing of military uniforms in this weekend's San Diego Pride 
Parade. Later, that same Web site attempted to disambiguate its advisement to servicemembers 
with a warning that an unnamed, high-ranking officer had forbade the wearing of Navy uniforms 
at Pride. 

>As it happens, San Diego LGBT Weekly's publisher, Stampp Corbin, is past chair of the 2808 
Obama for America National LGBT Leadership Council, and retains close contact with the White 
House. The following clarification comes directly from a White House official. 
>"The policy has been and is likely always to be that when military personnel march or 
participate in non -military sponsored events, they need to get the approval of their 
commanding officer to wear their military uniform," said Corbin, paraphrasing the official. 
>After making history last year with the first active-duty military contingent in aPride 
parade in the U.S., San Diego LGBT Pride is organizing an even bigger contingent for this 
year'sPride event. The theme for this first post-DADT Pride is America's Pride and it will be 
held July 20-22. 

>San Diego Pride stated on its Military Contingent: San Diego Pride 2912Facebook page, "This 
year we want to support our LGBT servicemembers even more! Our theme this year is America's 
Pride because equality is an American value. Honoring our servicemembers and veterans and 
LGBT military families is an important part of this message/'

Hello, 

Below I've provided OSD policy -- for your specific questions about military member 

participation, would refer you to the services to discuss approval (cc'd here). 

While wearing civilian clothes, in their personal capacity, military members may march or 
ride in nonpartisan parades. 

Except when authorized per DoD or service policies (such as a community- relations approved 
ceremonial unit), military members are restricted from wearing uniforms while participating 
in parades. 

We always recommend service members consult their chain of command before participating in 
any parade. When troops are requested to participate in parades, commanders must determine 
if military participation in the event is appropriate per DoD community relations policies 
and does not violate, policies regarding wearing of the uniform, to include preventing any 
inferences that a service member's activities may imply official sponsorship or endorsement.
